today’* vUltor*. South Melbourne 
Hells*, could well be classed a* the 
surprise packet of this year’s NSL. 
nefore the season started, Hellas 
cleared soete of lt>e blooest name* In the 
lesQue - player* like Charlie Egan, 
Harry MrOowall, Danny Cralnl# and Peter 
Laumet* were allowed to leave the club, 
roach, Brian Garvey was left with a 
young, jnesperlenced squad and the 
general opinion was that the club would 
struggle to be competitive. The 'Baby 
Blues' as Hellas have been tagged, have 
confounded the critic* by riding high 
for most of the season and come Into the 
game with a big chance of taking the 
title. 

South Melbourne Hellas was formed In 
igjg with the amalgamation of Greek 
backed clubs Hellenic at>d Varra Park. It 
did not lake them long to make their 
mark, first winning the Victorian State 
league In 1967. They repeated ttut 
League success In 1964/65/66/77/74/76 as 
well as winning numerous Cup competi¬ 
tions. Surprisingly they took quite a 
time to match that success when the NSL 
commenced and It was not until the 1984 
Championship under coach Len McKendry, 
that they gained their first national 
title. In 1985, hellas were again 
National Conference Premiers before 
losing on panaltles to Preston in the 
Preliminary Pinal. 

Lions and Hellas have previously met 
70 times In the NSL with the Melbourne 
side well on top. Lions have only won 
three of those encounter* (all In 
Brisbane), while Hellas have recorded 
ten vlctorlea. In their 11 visits to 
Melbourne, Lions have only gained three 
draws and their run of outs was contin¬ 
ued earlier this season when Hellas 
converted a dubious penalty In a 7- 
1 win. It was almost seven years ago, on 
76/6/B1 that Lions last defeated Hellas, 
so a win for the home side today Is well 
and truly overdue. 

Listed below are details on some of 
the players who make up the South 
Melbourne Hellas NSL squad: 

Steve Blair born 2B/9/61. Scottish born 
defender who notched his 200th NSL 
appearance earlier this season. Made his 


mark with some strong displays for the 
Young Socceroos In the 1981 World Youth 
Chanplonship. Has made 24 appearance* 
for Australia at senior level but now 
appears to be out of favour with Frank 
Arok. 

Paul Trimtjoll born 25/7/69. Spent 1986 
at the Institute of Sport before Joining 
Sunshine George Crosa In 1987. Moved to 
South Melbourne this year for only 
$7,000 - the maximum fee stipulated In 
his contract. A star striker with the 
1987 Your>g Socceroos and has scored 5 
goals this season. 

Angle Postecoglou born 27/8/65. A Hellas 
Junior who was promoted into the NSL 
team during the 1984 season when he made 
17 appearances. Was part of the Young 
Socceroo campaign In Russia In 1985 and 
a year later, played twice for the 
senior team against Czechoslovakia. 
Exceptional form this season when he has 
scored seven NSL goals, has seen his 
recall to the national team for the 
lipcomlng Gold Cup series. 

Peter Tsolakls born 9/12/65. A $25,000 
buy this season from relegated Heidel¬ 
berg. Scored on his NSL debut for that 
club away to Brisbane City In June 1985. 
A cleen striker of the ball who posessea 
a powerful shot which has caught out 
quite a few 'keepers from long range. 
Steve Teslos born 51/7/67. Another 
member of the 1985 Youth Socceroo team. 
A Hellas Junior who made his NSL debut 
for Greek rivals, Heidelberg. Scored In 
each game for that club against Lion* In 
1985 and has netted 4 NSL goals so far 
this year. 

Paul Wade born 20/5/62. English born 
midfielder with 17 full caps for the 
Socceroos. Broke Into the national team 
In 1985 Ampol Cup aeries against Chine. 
Has also played for Green Gully and 
Brunswick Juventus.

Hellas. 

29th June, 1958 Brazil 5 d Sweden 2 in 
Stockholm. Vava 2. Pele 2 and Zagalo are 
the scorers in the first of Brazil’s 
World Cup triumphs. 

30th Jisw, 1951 Australia 0 v England 
17 in Sydney. Australian soccer’s 
blackest hour as England run a 

cricket score at the SCG. 

1st July, 1956 It should have been a big 
day for Denmark. They play their 200th 
internationai, they score their 500th 
international goal and the g«»e against 
Russia is the first football match to be 
televised on Danish TV. Russia ruin the 
occasion by winning 5-1. 

2nd July, 1900 Bundesliga club, IFC 
Kaiserslautern was formed. 

5rd July, 1960 Penarol 0 v Real Madrid 0 
in Montevideo. The Inaugural World Club 
Championship goes to Real Madrid who won 
the home leg 5-1. 


While sorting through some old 
programmes, I recently came across one 
from the 1982 season when Lions enter¬ 
tained Sydney City in the Charity Shield 
match. As it was the first match of the 
season, and a regular line-up had not 
been established, the full City squad of 
22 was printed in the prograamie. It is 
Interesting to look back at the players 
who made up surely the strongest squad 
in the history of the NSL. 

In goal, they had the choice of 
interntional Todd Clarke, current Apia 
'keeper, Tony Pessano or 1981 World 
Youth Championship member, Glenn Ahearn. 
The defence was built around interna¬ 
tionals Jim Cant, Steve O'Connor and 
John Spanos as well as regulars Ian 


Bruce and Alex Robertson. In Midfield, 
coach Eddie Thomson could select 
internationals Agenor Muniz, Murray 
Barnes and Joe Watson. Others in 
contention for midfield spots were Ian 
Souness and Nelio Borges. Up fron. City 
had the free scoring John Kosmina, the 
1978 NSL Player of the Year, Ken Boden 
as well as the emerging talents of a 
young Jim Patikas. Part way through that 
season, current Socceroo David Mitchell 
joined the club and scored 6 goals in 18 
matches. Further evidence of the 
strength of the squad is the fact that 
three of last week's NSW team (de 
Marigny, Gomez and Rodrigues) could not 
consolidate positions in the first team. 
The squad also included youngsters 
Graham Fletcher and Grant Lee who have 
gone on to become regular NSW players. 

It goes almost without saying that 
Sydney City made a one horse race of the 
National League that year. No team 
before or since has scored as many goals 
(68) nor taken as many points (45) in a 
season. Kosmina's 23 NSL goals headed 
the scoring charts that season and still 
remains the highest total in the history 
of the League. In the early 1980's, 
Lions achieved some handy results 
against Sydney City with the highlight 
being the 4-3 victory here at Rlchlands 
in 1981. But in 1982, Sydney City did 
the double over Lions in the League 
winning 1-0 here and 3-0 at the Sydney 
Athletic Field. Lions did gain some 
consolation however when they knocked 
City out of the Philips Cup, winning 1- 
0 at Perry Park with the goal ccwing 
from Steven Hogg.

The second half set off as the first 
half finished. We were going forward, 
but still not managlfig to get good shots 
on target.

We did come back with a good goal by 
Stewart MacLeod which put us back Into 
the match, but Inala showed more purpose 
and made their own luck and went on to 
take the match out far too easily.

Our preparation for the game wasn't 
good, which didn't help our chances but 
the facts are we weren't good enough on 
the day.
